Three Small Fires 


Behind the events of Scripture the 
believer can see God’s hand moving to 
accomplish His purposes in grace and 
love. It pays to scrutinize them care- 
fuHy, and to compare Scripture with 
Scripture, for in so doing we may often 
find the very message we need for our 
hearts today. There are three small 
fires in Scripture which have something 
to teach us. First, there is the fire of 
frustration. Elijah had, through the 
power of God, just wrought a great 
victory over the’ prophets of Baal when 


he heard Jezebel’s threat against his 
life. In fear and discouragement he fled 
into the wilderness, sat down under a 
juniper tree, and asked God to take his 
life. Now note that the frustration was 
only in his own mind, for there was 
no doubt about the victory and God had 
not changed at all, and He would let 
no harm come to His servant. So He 
gave him a wonderful, practical remedy: 
leep and good food. When Elijah awoke 
at an angel’s touch, “he looked, and, be- 
hold, there was a cake baken on the 
coals, and a cruse of water at his head” 


(1 Kings 19:6). So he ate and drank 
and slept some more, and then took 
refreshment again, “and went in the 
strength of that meat forty days and 
forty nights unto Horeb the mount of 
God” (1 Kings 19:1-8). Here is God’s 
grace and providing care manifested 


toward a true but discouraged servant. 
Second, there is the fire of failure. At 
the time of the trial of the Lord Jesus, 
Peter at least had the courage to follow 
Him part way, but his mistake came 
when he stopped by a “fire of coals” 
made by the servants and officers in the 


outer court of the palace of the high 
priest (John 18:18). “Peter stood with 
them, and warmed himself,” so while 
his hands and body grew warm, his 
heart grew cold. Then it was that he 
denied his Lord three times, becoming 
more vehement with each statement. 


That. fire, surrounded by enemies of the

Lord Jesus, was an instrument in Peter’s 
downfall. He must have been within 
sight of the Lord Jesus, for “the Lord 
turned, and looked upon Peter” (Luke 
22:61). That look was enough to bring 
his sin to mend and melt his heart, and 
“Peter went out, and wept bitterly.” 
Finally, there is the fire of fellowship, 
ahd this shows the marvelous grace of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. After the resur- 
rection, when Peter and his friends had 
fished all night and caught nothing, the 
Lord Jesus appeared on the shore in the 
early morning and worked a miracle so 
that they immediately caught a “multi- 
tude of fishes.” But the best was yet 
to be, for as they dragged the nets up 
on the beach, “they saw a fire of coals 
there. and fish laid thereon, and bread” 
(John 21:9). The Lord Jesus had Him- 
self made the fire, and prepared the fish 
and bread, and now He invites them to 
“come and dine.” There was no refer- 
ence to the earlier fire, where Peter had 
denied his Lord, but simply a gracious 
invitation to come and partake of His 
provision and have fellowship with Him. 


And so it is today with every sinner 
who will come to Him. He blots out 
our sin, takes us into intimate fellow- 


ship with Himself, and provides grace 
sufficient to meet all our needs. Does 
any of these fires fit our own experience 
today? If we find ourselves at the first 
or second, let us go on at once to the 
third.

ing place! The Lord says as much in 
Jeremiah 50:6: “My people hath been 
lost sheep: their shepherds have caused 
them to go astray, they have turned them 
away in the mountains: they have gone 
from mountain to hill, they have for- 
gotten their restingplace.” True, He is 
addressing His earthly people Israel, as 
a nation redeemed by the blood of the 
lamb, led out of Egyptian bondage 
through the Red Sea, and ultimately into 
the Promised Land. But they, with all 
their national privileges, had forgotten 
their resting place, were suffering for 
disobedience in a strange land; but these 
things are told to the Church of God as 
warnings in the spiritual life of each 
individual member (1 Cor. 10:11). Does 
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Bible renders the word “restingplace” in 
the margin of Jeremiah 50:6? 

A very tired woman said Romans 8:28 
was her Lord’s armchair for her to rest 
in, and Philippians 4:19 was His feather- 
bed for her to lie down in. 

But have not believers not only the 
ordinary, or sometimes extraordinary, 
trials of life, as unbelievers have? Yes, 
and extra trials as they battle against the 
evil in the world, and also the sinfulness 
of their old Adam nature. Yet these 
things need not cause them to forget 
their resting place! It is rock foundation. 

What is it? It is the faithfulness of 
our God. He never changes, but is the 
same yesterday, today, and forever. We 
are apt to try to trust to our faith, where- 
as it is not a resting place, but a relying 
on God, if it is real faith, Some have 
had many great experiences, but if they 
turn their eyes on these for their resting 
place, they will let them down; they 
forget their real resting place. Sooner 
or later they feel the lack of assurance, 
and they have to be restored to resting 
on the Word of God which is truth, and 
which He is said to magnify above all 
His name (Psa. 138:2). The Psalmist 
said, in Psalm 119:49, “Remember the 
word unto thy servant, upon which thou 
hast caused me to hope.” That Psalm 
is a good cure for forgetfulness! 

Taking the various expressions in it 
referring to the Word of God, and pon- 
dering each one, brings rest in Him 
whose Word it is. A lover of it was very 
puzzled by being unable to find a ren- 
dering she had met somewhere, but she 
found it in Psalm 119:131. “I... drew 
in my breath” is Cranmer’s rendering 
given in the English Prayer Book, and 
it is much more expressive than the 
King James Version “panted.” 

Why should God be our resting place? 
It is marvelous that He actually enjoins, 
“Rest in the Lord” (Psa. 37:7). What 
an invitation! And the personal name, 
“Jehovah,” is the one with which He 
presses it. Jehovah, the one who ever 
was, ever is, ever will be, which includes 
the whole Trinity: the Father who loved 
and sent; the Son who loved and came 
to atone, now on the throne, the risen 
Christ; and the Holy Spirit, whose love 
abides to reveal and to comfort. This 
God, this one triune and only God, in- 
vites us to rest in Him: 

Because of what He has done, putting 
away sin as the barrier, which no one 
but God, in undeserved grace and favor, 
could do: 

Because He is alive for evermore, and 
because the Son makes constant inter- 
cession; 

Because Me knows all, and is capable 
of dealing with all the wrongs and 
forces that exist, and is pledged to do 
so in His own way and time; 

Because He is always present with us, 
and has said, “I will not fail thee,” “I 
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will never leave thee nor forsake thee”; 
and 

Because He is what He is. 

Of course those who have never had 
this resting place cannot forget it. They 
may have heard of it and slighted it, or 
intentionally refused it, or may not have 
felt the need of it, or known the terms 
on which it can be obtained. 

It is free, but not cheap. It cost Cal- 
vary—the death of the one who was God 
and man. 

It is free now, and offered to all who 
will turn and own their Sinnership, 
humbly lay their hearts at His feet, and 
receive Him (John 1:12). This will in- 
sure the new birth, new life, “all things 
new,” and the resting place in Him in 
reality and forever.

More Light on the 
Cursing of the Fig Tree 


One of the Directors of the Sunday 
School Times Company, a Christian 
businessman who has for many years 
been a Sunday school teacher, has 
kindly called the Editor’s attention to 
side lights on the cursing of the fig tree, 
discussed here in the issue of April 4. 
Dr. Wilbur M. Smith, in ‘“Peloubet’s 
Select Notes,”' 1942, quotes Dr. W. M. 
Christie, an acknowledged scholar who 
lived in Palestine for many years. 

“Towards the end of March,” wrote 
Dr. Christie, “the leaves begin to ap- 
pear, and in about a week the foliage 
coating is complete. Coincident with, and 
sometimes even before, there appears 
quite a crop of small knobs, not the 
real figs, but a kind of early forerunner. 
They grow to the size of green al- 
monds, in which condition they are 
eaten by peasants and others when 
hungry. When they come to their own 
indefinite maturity they drop off, and 
we had good reason to remember their 
presence, for safety on the stairway 
entails its being swept several times 
every day. In Palestine this early fruit 
is designated ‘taqsh,’ while the regular 
early fig, which is termed ‘bakurat’ or 
‘dafur,’ appears fully formed about six 
weeks later. Now when the leaves had 
appeared the ‘taqsh’ ought to have been 
there, and these are what Christ sought 
that day. Again, if the leaves appear, 
and there are no ‘taqsh’ there will be 
no fruit of any kind that year. Christ’s 
whole procedure was quite the natural 
thing in any man, and His condemna- 
tion was well enough understood. It 
was an absolutely hopeless, fruitless fig 
tree.” 

Dr. Smith also gives the following in-

Liddon: 

“We cannot mistake the reference, first 
of all, to the Israel of our Lord’s day; 
Israel here, as often in His parables, is 
in the foreground of His thought. Be- 
yond all doubt, in the first place, for 
Him and for His disciples the fig tree 
was Israel. In the Psalter and in Isaiah, 
Israel is the vine trained and favored by 
the divine Husbandman; but when 
Hosea and Joel are uttering the lan- 
guage of judgment, Israel is the fig tree. 
Hosea compares the pious Israelites of 
an earlier time to ‘the firstripe in the 
fig tree’ (Hos. 9:10). Joel describes the 
ruined nation of later days as a barked 
fig tree, which the ‘enemy has made 
clean bare, and cast it away, and the 
branches thereof are made white’ (Joel 
1:7). Thus, in the old imagery of the 
prophets, the fig tree was generally as- 
sociated with rebuke and judgment, as 
the vine with favor and mercy; and our 
Lord took up this settled use of symbolic 
language, and applied it to the circum- 
stances of His own time. In a parable 
which the disciples could not have for- 
gotten, He had used this figure to warn 
Israel while the hour of judgment was 
yet delayed (Luke 13:6-9). Israel was 
the unfruitful fig tree; Israel’s God was 
the Owner of the fig tree, and of the 
vineyard in which it was planted; and 
the Dresser of the tree, who intercedes 
thus tenderly for a suspense of judgment, 
was none other than He who came, in 
the first instance, and beforé all else. 
to ‘the lost sheep of the house of Israel’ 
(Matt. 15:24). This fig tree was an apt 
figure of the pretentiousness, the self- 
satisfaction, the boastfulness of Israel. 
Israel had leaves enough: the boast in the 
Law, in the Temple, in the appointed 
worship, the ancient ceremonies, the great 
doctors and schools of legal learning, 
the mechanical and formal piety. But 
fruit Israel had not: true contrition for 
sin, true love of God, simple faith in 
His promises, inward holiness as dis- 
tinct from outward religious propriety. 
These fruits of grace—fruits of that deep 
change in human nature which was to 
be brought about by contact with the 
Incarnate Son, through Christian faith in 
Him, and Christian Sacraments convey- 
ing His life-—Israel had not any more 
than the heathen peoples. But Israel’s 
guilt lay less in its shortcomings than 
in its pretensions; the time of the per- 
fect fruits of the Incarnation was not 
yet, but this Israel] would not own. Is- 
rael was the fig tree that would disguise 
its unfruitfulness by a mass of leaves.” 

In answer to objections that may be 
raised over this passage, Dr. Smith 
quotes the following from Archbishop 
Trench: 

“Now, the real offence which is here 
taken, at least by many, is that He should 
have put forth His anger at all; that God

written on almost all conceivable 
topics of the Christian faith that it may 
seem presumptuous that an_ ordinary 
soldier should undertake to air his views 
on practical Christian living. It is pos- 
sible, however, that some of the observa- 
tions of one whose experiences have been 
largely among the people and things of 


S: MANY Spirit-filled theologians 
and 


the world may be of value to other 
Christians, most of whom live under 
more or less similar conditions. I shall 


therefore attempt to discuss briefly, and 
from a very practical viewpoint, three 
subjects which I consider to be of major 
importance to every believer in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. The first is the experi- 
mental reality of the believer’s salvation; 
the second is the demonstrable fact that 
God honors faith in His Son the Lord 
Jesus Christ; the third is that love for 
other believers is the supreme demon- 
stration that we are His disciples. 


I. THE EXPERIMENTAL REALITY OF THE 
BELIEVER’S SALVATION 


The prophet Jeremiah tells us that the 
“heart is deceitful above all things, and 
desperately wicked.” While our words 
and actions can deceive other persons, 
our hearts can deceive only ourselves. 
In no human interest is this power of 
self-deception more potent than in man’s 
religious beliefs and experiences. Any- 
one who has had opportunity to observe 
some of the religious practices of man- 
kind can testify to the superstition, folly, 
and just ordinary humbug which are 
blindly accepted by so many people as 
reality and truth. 

How our hearts should rejoice as we 
know with complete assurance that we 
who believe in the Lord Jesus Christ are 
resting on the one and only faith which 
is real and ultimate truth! The Apostle 
Paul says that he is “not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ: for it is the power of 
God unto salvation to every: one that 
believeth: to the Jew first, and also to 
the Greek.” The Apostle John tells us 
that we “may know” that we “have eter- 
nal life” (1 John 5:13). Of course, some 
might say that these had special reasons 
for their assurance; Paul had, or thought 
he had, personal revelations from God, 
and John had lived close to the Lord 
Jesus for several years. One would ad- 
mit that they truly believed that Chris- 
tian hope is based on reality. Certainly, 
as far as we know, the apostles—or most 
of them—died as martyrs for their faith. 
Our situation is different from theirs in 
that the’ Holy Scriptures rather than 
heavenly visions are God’s revelation to 
us, and that our life with Christ is in this 
time spiritual rather than in the flesh.

Surely that contest has been “com- 
passed about with ...a cloud of wit- 
nesses,” and how profoundly thankful 
we should be that our representative 
has been continually “looking unto 
Jesus the author and finisher of our 
faith.” 

The Editors count it a privilege to 
share with Sunday School Times 
readers three articles by General Har- 
rison, which are in the nature of a 
personal testimony. The first ap- 
pears on this page, and the next two 
in the following two issues will be on 
“Faith as a Principle of the Christian

Sense.” They will refresh and 
strengthen ail who read them thought- 
fully, and may they also stimulate 
more earnest prayer for this Chris- 
tian general who is standing firm in 
a high and difficuit place. 








Nevertheless our Christian experience is 


no less real than theirs, and down 
through the centuries many believers 
have been faithful unto death, on the 


rack, by the sword, in the lions’ jaws, 
and in the flame. Their steadfastness 
surely is a testimony that Christ’s Gospel 
is real and valuable above all else, even 
above life itself. Today, in this allegedly 
cultured and civilized world and in the 
midst of rapidly increasing knowledge 
and scientific progress, we know that be- 
lievers in Jesus Christ do at various 
times and places suffer persecution and 
even martyrdom rather than deny the 
Lord that bought their redemption with 
His own blood. They suffer and die in 
full confidence that not one of God’s 
promises will fail of fulfillment, and that 
on leaving this world they join the Lord 
Jesus Christ and abide with Him forever. 
How do they know this thing, when the 
religions normal to mankind can offer 
no such assurance, nothing more than a 
hope based on wishful thinking or the 
dogmas of religious leaders? 

The believer in Christ has many things 
which the man of the world, the natural 
man, lacks. The most obvious thing is 
the Bible. In it God has revealed to us 
that which it is His will for us to know 
about Him and our relationship to Him. 


In it we find those promises which give 
strength, courage, and fortitude to Chris- 
tians. That the Bible is truly the Word 
of God has been demonstrated without 
difficulty by competent scholars. Men 
could not have written it apart from in- 
spiration by God if they had wanted to 
do so, and they would not want to if they 
could. We are not all scholars, however, 
and happily we are not dependent on 
their investigations to convince us that 
the Bible is the Word of God. It does so 
itself. 

The Gospel of Jesus Christ is “power,” 
as Paul says. It is God’s power, and its 
objective is the salvation of the human 
being. That salvation is from sin, from 
rebellion against God, and includes eter- 
nal life, forgiveness of sins, a new nature, 
membership in the family and Kingdom 
of God and in the body of Christ, union 
with Christ, He in us and we in Him, 
and the indwelling of God’s Holy Spirit, 
and numerous other benefits freely and 
graciously given to us. 

To say that this Gospel is God’s power 
is one thing; to agree intellectually that 
it is so is another; but to know that it is, 
is still another, and it is this last that 
the real believer experiences. The em- 
ployment of power always brings results. 
Electricity is power which moves great 
machines. It would be difficult to con- 
vince the man who uses electric power 
that it does not exist and does not pro- 
duce results. So also the power of the 
Gospel demonstrates itself because it 
produces results in the believer’s own 
life, and because it produces results in 
the lives of men whom he knows and 
observes. There is nothing so convinc- 
ing as a real demonstration of power. 

The Bible tells us that each believer 
has the witness in himself and that God's 
Spirit bears witness with our spirit that 
we are children of God (Rom. 8:16). I 
cannot answer for others, but I know 
that this is true. It happens to me. If 
it happens to me I am sure that it must 
to others who belong to Him. It is a 
wonderful experience to be conscious of 
being in Christ, and of His presence in 
us. I cannot explain how this operates, 
but I do know that it does. When I say 
that it is a never-failing source of joy, 
of assurance, and of strength, I am sure 
that many who read this know exactly 
what I am talking about. ° 

I do not remember a time when I did 
not believe in the Lord Jesus Christ; 
therefore I do not have any recollection 
of conversion. But I have seen how, at 
the moment of acceptance of Christ as 
Saviour through faith, God’s Spirit has 
witnessed to the one who believes. I re- 
member a colonel who liked to talk about 
religion, but he did not know the Lord 








- 
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Jesus Christ. One day, by the grace of 
God, he did commit himself to’ Christ. 
Immediately after making his decision an 
expression of joy appeared on his face 
and he said, “General, a great load has 
been lifted off of my shoulders.” A 
young woman who had gotten into diffi- 
culties through her own derelictions 
gave her heart to the Lord. Immediately 
her sullen, hard face softened, and tears 
of relief coursed down her cheeks. She 
was a different woman, and remained so. 
I know of cases where, through simple 
faith in Christ, confirmed alcoholics have 
immediately lost their taste and desire 
for liquor. When I read in Paul's Epistle 
to the Romans that God’s Spirit bears 
witness with our spirit that we are the 
children of God, I don’t have to have 
some mathematical or philosophical proof 
of it, for it happens to me and I have 
seen it happen to others. The Gospel of 
Christ is God’s power, real power. 

If someone should think that this dem- 
onstration that the Gospel of Christ is 
God’s power unto salvation is merely a 
passing emotion, a form of emotional 
relief resulting from making a definite 
decision, I don’t pay any attention to him 
because the experience keeps on happen- 
ing to me and I am sure it does to others: 

Moreover, a godly Christian life is an 
infallible proof of the power that is in 
Christ’s Gospel. The Holy Scriptures tell 
us that “if any man be in Christ, he is 
a new creature” (2 Cor. 5:17). I know 
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that God has changed my life and I have 
observed how He has changed others’. 
I do not refer to outward forms of piety, 
or asceticism, or religious observances. 
These are easy. I speak of that new 
character which turns envy and selfish- 
ness into diligence, hatred into love, 
makes a sober man out of a drunkard, 
a decent, godly woman_out of a prosti- 
tute, an honest man out of a criminal. 
The Gospel of Christ cures drug addicts 
who are helplessly enslaved. I have seen 
down-in-the-gutter alcoholics who, when 
saved from sin against God through faith 
in Christ, have immediately lost their 
desire for liquor as a secondary conse- 
quence. These are not momentary and 
emotional changes: they endure. Of 
course, some Christians live more right- 
eously than others and none of us lives 
as he should; but no one who honestly 
investigates the effect of the Gospel of 
Christ on men’s lives can deny its power. 
It is a power that man cannot possess in 
himself. It is the power of God. There 
is no other salvation than that given us 
by the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Thus we see that not Paul and John 
only, but every believer in Christ has 
no reason to be ashamed of the Gospel 
of Christ. It is truly the “power of God 
unto salvation to every one that believ- 
eth.” Our assurance is founded on 
reality and that reality is Christ Him- 
self.

Some of the finds and what they indicate 


N THIS year’s excavation at Dothan, 

we began digging on the upper-slopes 
of the mound that represents the remains 
of the ancient city. By the morning of 
the second day, we had already found, 
at the top of the slope, one of the ancient 
millstones from Bible times, evidently 
dating from the period of 1200-900 B.C. 
(described in a previous article in THE 
Sunpay Scuoot Trmes of June 6, 1953). 
Later in the day Mr. Kelsey found! a 
small animal statuette, a loom weight 
used for holding the thread tight when 
weaving, and a fibula, which is the 
ancient counterpart of our safety pin, 
though much more elaborate and deco- 
rative than our common safety pin. We 
found parallels for these objects in re- 
ports of other excavations, which would 
date them, at least tentatively, in the 
Iron I period (1200-900 B.C.).

Bowls From the Middle Bronge Age 

T THE base of the slope,2 we came 

upon a group of half a dozen bowis 
and juglets. Three of them were either 
unbroken or survived so well that they 
could be glued together, and the others 
were recovered in pieces sufficient to 
restore them in large part. This group 
of bowls may represent an ancient burial, 
though nothing remained but fragments 
of small bones, which were insufficient 
to form any appreciable part of a skel- 
eton. All of this pottery group in D-3, 
just a foot below the surface, are in a 
style characteristic of the Middle Bronze 
Age (2000-1600 B.C.). These, as well as 
many other discoveries we have made, 
are most significant, for they show the 
presence of a city here at Dothan in one 
of the very periods in which Dothan is 
mentioned in the Bible. Genesis records 
that Joseph (about 1900-1800 B.C.) came 
to find his brothers at Dothan. The span

The Ancient Walls of the City 

N THE center section of our excava- 

tion area (D-2), Mrs. Free began to 
find what appeared to be the ancient 
wall of the city. By the end of the 
third day, we were able to clear the 
wall to a depth of over three feet, and 
further excavation revealed that the wall 
went down through the stratification 
many more feet and represents the 
great ancient wall of the city, apparently 
dating at least from the period 3000 to 
2000 B.C., and possibly extending even 
earlier and later. We shall tell more of 
this great fortification in a later article. 


A Pottery Kiln 

N THE third day, at the top of the 

slope in Area D, Mr. Kelsey began 
to find large, scattered stones in what 
appeared to be no clear pattern or de- 
sign. By carefully removing certain 
stones that seemed to be fallen, he 
began to get the outlines of a circular 
structure about 8 feet in diameter, and 
in the floor he discovered a thick layer 
of ashes. Subsequent clearing of the 
whole structure showed that it was evi- 
dently a pottery kiln, dating back some 
3000 years (1000 B.C.) to the Iron Age. 
A similar kiln was discovered at Tell 
Qasile, near ancient Jaffa, and dates back 
to about 1000 B.C. The writer could see 
a definite similarity between the Tell 
Qasile kiln and the one which we have 
found at Dothan. 





Jeremiah and the Potter 


NE of the striking passages in the 

Book of Jeremiah is his description 
of a visit to the potter’s shop, where the 
potter carefully wrought the pot on his 
wheel (Jer. 18:1-5). Our discovery of 
this pottery kiln gives us further light on 
the type of kiln that was used by potters 
in Old Testament times. Judging from 
the lower remains of our kiln at Dothan, 
it must have looked something like an 
igloo made of stone. The inside was 
plastered to give it a smooth surface, 
and the thick layer of ashes in the floor 
showed that it had had considerable use 
in the Iron I period, some 3000 years ago. 





Destruction of the City 
N THE third day of excavating, we 
found a large storage jar that lay 
crushed under the fallen stones of one 
of the walls. This evidently happened

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during a siege of ancient Dothan. By 
carefully matching the pieces of the jar, 
one of the staff, Mr. Hollatz, was able to 
put this whole jar together. It now 
stands over three feet high. Many other 
crushed objects imply destruction at 
Dothan in ancient times. 





Down to Bedrock 


N THE south side of our excavated 

Area D, at the base of the slope, Mr. 
Rea came to native bedrock some ten feet 
below the surface. He had gone through 
one level datable to the Middle Bronze 
period (2000-1600 B.C.), and then through 
three levels containing Early Bronze Age 
pottery fragments (3000-2000 B.C.), with 
the lowest level dating possibly a little 
before Early Bronze Age. 

Subsequent excavation in Mr. Kelsey’s 
area at the top of the slope (D-7), where 
there was greater stratification, showed 
that it was some twenty-nine feet from 
the surface to virgin clay, and that in 
this depth were included some eleven 
levels, ranging from Iron I period (1200- 
900 B.C.) back to the beginning of Early 
Bronze (3000 B.C.). The eleventh level 
contained some material which could 
precede Early Bronze. With these dis- 
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coveries we shall deal in detail in a later 
article. 





Further Discoveries 


N THE fourth level at the top of the 

slope, in Mr. Kelsey’s area (D-7), we 
came to the burial of a small child. At 
first, all that appeared was a small por- 
tion of the top of the skull, which after 
4000 years proved to be almost as fragile 
as charred paper. It required two days 
for Mrs. Free and Mr. Kelsey-to remove 
the earth carefully from the little skele- 
ton. “Josephine,” as we called the 4000- 
year-old child, is one of our very signif- 
icant finds. With the significance of this 
discovery we shall deal in our next 
article. 

In the meantime we are returning to 
America in June, and will work on 
plans for next year’s excavation and on 
the Eighth Wheaton Bible Lands Cruise 
for February, 1954 .4

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A Lantern Service for Young Folks 


Teaching a lesson on shining for Christ 


HE Seaside Mission for Children was 

drawing to its close. Monday would 
be the final day, and Mr. Richardson, 
the leader, was announcing a Chinese 
Lantern Service for the last evening. 
The days were rapidly drawing in, and 
by eight o’clock it would be quite dark 
enough to make the light of the lanterns 
effective. 

“Now, dear children,” Mr. Richardson 
was saying, “we have the lanterns on 
poles, and will all of you who would 
like to carry one bring a candle ,and 
be at the schoolroom at half past seven; 
then we will light up and march down 
to the terrace near the beach for our 
service.” 

There was a splendid response to this 
invitation. No less than sixty-four chil- 
dren gathered on Monday evening, can- 
dle in hand, eager to sample this new 
kind of service. 

It was a delightful sight as they 
marched along. Lanterns of every size, 
color, shape, and pattern were there, 
while, leading the procession, were five 
young fellows of late teen-age, each 
carrying a big lantern painted dark 
crimson all over except for the bold 
outline of a letter. 

These made the word “S HIN E,” 
and the large white letters surrounded 
by the crimson glow made a very at- 
tractive forefront, 
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Singing well-known choruses as they 
went along, they were soon joined by a 
long group of followers, and by the time 
the terrace was reached there was a 
good crowd. 

The five youths stood in the middle 
with lanterns held high, while the chil- 
dren grouped themselves all round, mak- 
ing a circle of soft, subdued lighting. 

These again were surrounded by the 
audience, forming a helpful outer circle, 

First they all sang the hymn: 

Jesus bids us shine 
With a clear, pure light, 
Like a little candle 
Burning in the night. 
In this world of darkness 
We must shine, 
You in your small corner, 
And I in mine 

Then followed prayer, a reading from 
Matthew 5:13-16, and a short talk from 
Mr. Richardson. He put before the peo- 
ple the call of the Lord Jesus to each 
one of them, children and adults alike, 
to come and follow Him and to shine 
for Him, every one in his own corner. 

After another hymn the young fellow 
holding the letter S stepped up onto 
a small platform that had been made 
ready. 

“My letter ‘S,’” he said, “stands for 
‘SHINE STEADILY.’ A candle sway- 
ing about or blown about by a draft 
is not much use to anyone. A candle 
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needs to throw a clear, steady light all 
the time. So with us—we are not much 
use if we do a bit of shining one day, 
then knock off and forget about it for 
a day or two. No use keeping it for 
Sunday, like our best suits. The Lord 
Jesus wants people who will shine stead- 
ily all the time. Can He depend on you 
to shine steadily?” 

The second young man stepped up 
with the letter “H,” and began, “My 
letter stands for ‘SHINE HAPPILY.’ I’ve 
found out for myself, so.I know it’s true 
that there is absolutely nothing in this 
world that makes us so happy as to 
belong to the Lord Jesus and to shine 
for Him. So, if you want to be happy, 
I can recommend this as the very best 
way. God says in His Word, ‘My serv- 
ants shall sing for joy of heart,’ and, 
like all the rest of His Book, it is ab- 
solutely true. So I say to those who 
haven't started yet, ‘Get lighted tonight 
and find the joy for yourselves.’ And, 
to those of us who are trying to shine, 
I say, ‘Let others see what a happy thing 
it is to be a Christian; let us shine hap- 
pily.’’ 

Number three got up. “Mine’s a big 
word, but easy to understand, ‘SHINE 
INCREASINGLY’—every day a little 
more, every day a little brighter, always 
growing, no going back. There’s a verse 
in Proverbs 4:18 that says, ‘The path 
of the just is as the shining light, that 
shineth more and more unto the perfect 
day.’ That’s just what the Lord wants 
us to do, to shine increasingly.” 

Number four said: “Mine tells when 
—SHINE NOW.” Right now. We can’t 
get out of that. It’s never yesterday, 
and it’s never tomorrow, it’s always now, 
and it’s now, now, now we must shine. 
Now we are to be obedient, helpful, 
truthful, honorable. And make no mis- 
take about it, it’s a full-time job, this 
shining.” 

The last young fellow raised his letter 
“EF.” “Mine,” he said, tells where, 
‘SHINE EVERYWHERE.’ Where are we 
now? Here. Then shine. Always we 
are somewhere, and always we must 
shine. It may be we shall stop going 
to some places because we can't shine 
there. Good. There are such places, 
and if we want to follow the Lord fully, 
He will soon show us. Let us make 
very sure we are never in a place where 
we cannot shine. Shine everywhere, 
home, school, college, work, play. 
Wherever the Lord leads us, He will 
enable us to shine.” 

Then came another hymn, and a clos- 
ing word from Mr, Richardson, 

“The first thing to do,” he said, “is 
to get lighted. No candle can shine 
until it is alight. We cannot shine for 
the Lord Jesus until He sets us aflame. 
There is only one way. He who said, 
“I am the light of the world,” is the 
only one who can start us shining and 
keep us shining. Come to Him now just

The Lesson as a Whole 
By j. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 
HE church in Colosse doubtless 
owed its origin to that mighty cam- 
paign of the Apostle Paul which 
centered in Ephesus. It would seem that 
for about three years altogether (Acts 
20:31) the great apostle engaged in a 
ministry which reached far beyond the 
bounds of Ephesus, and embraced the 
entire Roman province of Asia (Acts 
19:10), the very place where he had 
earlier experienced that strange restraint 
of the Holy Spirit (Acts 16:6). 

Many churches must have _ been 
founded during those remarkable years, 
and they seem to have become a sort 
of “circuit.” Years later, the aging 
Apostle John had oversight of this group 
of churches, and his great Apocalypse, 
which we know as the Book of the Reve- 
lation, was written to seven of them, 
with a special letter to each (Rev. 1:11). 
It is noticeable that Colosse was not one 
of the seven addressed. The reason may 
be that it was so close to Laodicea, and 
perhaps the one Letter applied to both. 
Paul also wrote a letter to Laodicea, 
about the same time that he wrote this 
to Colosse, and commanded that each of 
these two churches share its Letter with 
the other (Col. 4:16). The Laodicean 
Letter is lost. 

The Colossian Epistle was written from 
Rome during Paul’s imprisonment there. 
He says little about his imprisonment. 
There are just a few allusions (1:24; 4: 
10, 18). He is more concerned with his 
message. Some strange doctrines of the 
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Gnostic order had invaded this young 
church, and the apostle seeks to save 
them from these delusions: the fallacies 
concerned the person of Christ and the 
worship of intermediaries. See, then, how 
the apostle exalts Christ (1:15-20; 2: 
1-4, and warns against false philosophies 
and vain practices (2: 16-23).. 

Along with this Letter, read the little 
gem written to Philemon and sent along 
with this by the hands of Tychicus and 
Onesimus. The reference to Onesimus 
in 4:9 would certainly strengthen the 
appeal to Philemon concerning this run- 
away but now converted slave. The 
personal touches in Paul’s Letters should 
not be neglected. 


Verse by Verse 

Col. 3:12.—“Put on... elect... holy 
... beloved ... mercies, kindness, hum- 
bleness meekness, longsuffering.” 
In Ephesians 6:11 we put on armor. Here 
we put on a “dress outfit” befitting our 
high position as God’s elect, holy, and 
beloved ones. As in the Beatitudes 
(Matt. 5:3-11), we have here qualities 
of character not regarded as admirable 
by the pagan world, but they are part 
of the beauty of Christ. 

Verse 13.—“FoOrbearing . . . and for- 
giving . . . even as Christ forgave you.” 
Dr. Philpott used to exhort young 
couples to remember the two little bears 
—bear and forbear! The forgiven ought 
to be forgiving. Notice that our for- 
giveness is ascribed to Christ. Compare 
Ephesians 4: 32. 

Verse 14.—“‘And above all... charity 
... the bond of perfectness.” For “char- 
ity” read “love” as in 1 Corinthians 13. 
Love is the supreme virtue, the “more 


excellent way,” and binds all the other 
virtues together as a perfect whole. 

Verse 15.—“And let the peace of God 
rule in your hearts ... and be ye thank- 
ful.” “The peace of Christ” is the pre- 
ferred reading, but see Philippians 4:7. 
“Rule” signifies rather “act as umpire.” 
The yielded Christian is sensitive to the 
peace of God as a test of his being in 
the will of God. Peace and thankfulness 
live together. 

Verse 16.—‘“Let the word of Christ 
dwell in you richly in all wisdom.” It 
is the Word given place within that be- 
stows wisdom, leading to right conduct. 
“. . . teaching and admonishing .. . in 
psalms and hymns and spiritual songs.” 
See Ephesians 5:19. Christian teaching 
and admonishing are not doleful exer- 
cises, but joyful and tuneful. The place 
of hymnody in the history of the church 
has been very great. 

Verse 17.—“Do all in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, giving thanks to God.” When 
we pray “in the name of the Lord Jesus,” 
we pray as those who are represented 
by Him before the Throne. When we 
act “in the name of the Lord Jesus,” we 
act as representing Him in the earth. 
Without giving thanks we cannot well 
represent Him. See Matthew 11:25; 26:27. 

Verse 18.—“Wives, submit yourselves 
unto your Own husbands.” This was 
not written simply to accord with the 
customs of the day. It is part of the 
divine economy for the domestic rela- 
tion. 

Verse 19.—“Husbands, love your wives, 
and be not bitter against them.” For the 
quality of the love demanded, see Ephe- 
sians 5:25. True love will avoid exas- 
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peration and quick retaliation for any 
failure, real or imagined, on the wife’s 
part. 

Verse 20.—“Children, obey your par- 
ents ... well pleasing unto the Lord.” 
A child’s attitude to his parents gener- 
ally determines his attitude to God. Obe- 
dience to parents is training for obedi- 
ence to God. 

Verse 21.—“Fathers, provoke not your 
children ... lest they be discouraged.” 
Parents should avoid treatment of their 
children that tends to irritate. Discipline 
is not intended to break the spirit, but 
to control it. 

Verse 22.—‘Servants, obey ... your 
masters ... in singleness of heart, fear- 
ing God.” The servants referred to are 
slaves, in this case probably household 
slaves. Christians in this situation were 
to be as faithful when their masters were 
not watching as when they were, re- 
membering that God’s eye was always 
upon them. The exhortation applies to 
servants of al] kinds. 

Verse 23—‘“Do it heartily, as to the 
Lord.” This is what takes the drudgery 
out of the most routine or even unpleas- 
ant task. 

Verse 24.—“Knowing that of the Lord 
ye shall receive the reward . . . for ye 
serve the Lord Christ.” We may be 
underpaid and unappreciated here, but 
the most menial task, done “as to the 
Lord,” will receive full compensation. 
We are paid by our earthly masters as 
servants, but we are recompensed by 
God as sons and heirs. 

Verse 25.—“But he that doeth wrong 
shall receive for the wrong ... no Te- 
spect of persons.” This is both a warn- 
ing to servants not to shortchange their 
masters in service, and a warning to 
masters not to deal falsely with their 
servants. There will be impartial judg- 
ment given in that day. 

Chap. 4:1.—‘“Masters, give that 
which is just and equal... ye also have 
a Master.” Masters are as much under 
obligation to honesty as servants. Re- 
membering that we have a common Mas- 
ter will save masters from an overbéar- 
ing attitude, and servants from a resent- 
ful attitude. 

The Heart ef the Lesson 

When I was a little boy and was go- 
ing out to some special place, alone or with 
my parents, Mother would say, “Now, 
Joe, remember to put on your best man- 
ners.” Apparently “best manners” were 
something to put on and off at will, accord- 
ing to the occasion. The “put on” of 
our lesson (3:12) has a different mean- 
ing. The clothes we are here exhorted 
to wear are not just Sunday clothes, or 
revival clothes, but everyday clothes. 

They are not loud, flashy clothes, 
drawing attention from afar. Some 
might call them sober and drab, but 
they are comely and rich and mark the 
wearer as belonging to the aristocracy

of Heaven. Here they are: mercy, kind- 
ness, humility, meekness, longsuffering, 
with love as the piéce de résistance 
binding all together in a perfect fit. It 
should be remembered that without love 
these other garments will hang very 
awkwardly (1 Cor. 13:1-3). 

The fact is that not all can wear these 
clothes. Only those with the right “fig- 
ure” can wear them. But in this case 
the figure is shaped from the inside, not 
from the outside, as in the case of ordi- 
nary clothes. Our lesson tells us about 
the figure-forming exercises. One is, 
“Let the peace of God rule in your 
hearts,” and the other is, “Let the word 
of Christ dwell in you richly.” If we 
practice letting the peace of God (or of 
Christ) call the count for us rather than 
the feverish dictates of fashion, and if 
we practice meditating on His Word un- 
til it molds our thoughts and desires 
and decisions, then these garments— 
mercy, kindness, and all the others— 
will sit on us with all the dignity of a 
Roman toga and the becomingness of an 
Indian sari. More than that. the beauty 
of the Lord our God will be upon us. 

These garments are for home wear as 
well as for church wear and party wear. 
We are to wear them at work as well as 
at worship. The Christian wife is to

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wear them, and for her it will mean @ 
sweet submissiveness to her husband. 
The Christian husband is to wear them, 
and for him it will mean a tender and 


thoughtful love for his wife. Christian 
children are to wear them, and for them 
it will mean ready obedience to par- 
ents. Christian parents are to wear 
them, and for them it will mean mild 
and patient dealing with their children, 
even when strict discipline must be ex- 
ercised. Christian servants are to wear 
them, and for them it will mean work 
done for the eye and heart of God, not 
a careless “get by” job. Christian mas- 
ters are to wear them, and for them it 
will mean considerate and just treat- 
ment of their servants. It all amounts 
to this: in every relationship, in every 
situation, we are to “put... on the 
Lord Jesus Christ.” What an impression 
such well-dressed Christians would make 
on the world!

Topics for Development 


What To Wear. First we must see 
that we have the “wedding garment” 
(Matt. 22:11-13), the “best robe” (Luke 
15:22), the “garments of salvation” (Isa. 
61:10). For everyday wear our lesson 
tells us what to put on (Col. 3:12-14). 
We need battle dress, too. Turn to Ephe- 
sians 6:10-18. One day we shall have a 
change of raiment (see 1 Cor. 15:53). 
Heaven’s wardrobe has white robes for 
the triumphant saints (Rev. 3:4). All 
this is summed up in one, “Put ye on 
the Lord Jesus Christ” (Rom. 13:14). 

The Umpire. “And let the peace of 
God rule in your hearts,” says our lesson 
(v. 15). The word translated “rule” 
(brabeuo) belongs to the world of sport, 
with which Paul was apparently not 
unfamiliar. It means “act as umpire.” 
An umpire’s work is to call out the 
count, decide issues of the game, and so 
on. Earlier in the Epistle the apostle 
uses a compound of the same word (2: 
18)—“Let no man rob you of your prize 
[katabrabeuo] by a voluntary humility 
and worshipping of the angels” (A.S.V.). 
Many fallacies would like to order the 
game for the Christian athlete, but they 
are always calling the count against him, 
imposing new rules, and confusing the 
Christian. That makes for a losing game. 
The peace of God is steady, consistent, 
and helps the athlete along to the prize. 

Domestic Order. We speak of two or- 
ders in the Godhead—the logical order 
and the economic order. By the first 
we refer to the eternal procedure of the 
Son from the Father and of the Holy 
Spirit from the Father and the Son. By 
the economic order we mean the volun- 
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tary submission of the Son to the Father 
and of the Spirit to the Father and the 
Son. At the same time we acknowledge 
all three to be equal in essence and 
glory. Within the “equal” Godhead 
there is this order for the effectual carry- 
ing out of the eternal decrees. So God 
has ordained that in the equality of man 
and woman there should be an economic 
or governmental order so that the divine 
purpose in the home may be realized. 
The submission of the wife should not 
be difficult in the presence of such love 
as is required of the husband. Let God’s 
order be honored, and our domestic dis- 
orders will cease. 


Personal Applications 

Noblesse oblige. Being admitted to the 
“nobility” of Heaven lays upon us the 
obligation to live as God’s elect (Col. 
3:12). 

When you are grievously wronged, re- 
member the first word from the Cross 
(Luke 23:34). 

The beauty treatments of the Chris- 
tian are exercises of the inward man 
(vs. 15, 16). 

Teaching that is set to the music of 
a heart in tune with God will stir re- 
sponse (v. 16). 

There would be less domestic disorder 
if we accepted God’s domestic order. 


Golden Text 

Col. 3:23—“Whatsoever ye do, do it 
heartily, as to the Lord.” Our lesson 
gives us two “how to do it” pointers. 
Verse 17 says, “Do all in the name of 
the Lord Jesus,” that is, as representing 
Him. This verse says, “Do it... as to 
the Lord,” as an offering to Him. Add 
to that 1 Corinthians 10:31: “Do all 
to the glory of God,” and you will hardly 
need the exhortation of Ecclesiastes 9: 10: 
“Do it with thy might.”

One tells us to do all in the 
name of the Lord Jesus (Col. 3:17), and 
the other to do all our work heartily as 
unto the Lord and not unto men (v. 23).

Angels doing common household tasks! 
Yes, and our Lord Himself toiling at a 
carpenter’s bench! There is something 
heavenly about little duties done will- 
ingly and well. John Newton once said, 
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“If two angels were sent down from 
Heaven, one to conduct an empire, and 
the other to sweep a street, they would 
feel no inclination to change employ- 
ments.” The lowliest bits of service are 
honorable when done in the name of our 
Lord and done heartily as unto Him. 
Remember that when you wax the floor 
or rake the lawn! Remember, too, that 
doing little duties heartily as unto the 
Lord develops a heavenly quality of 
character. There will be work, but not 
weariness in Heaven. “And his serv- 
ants shall serve him” (Rev. 22:3). To a 
Christian all duty, though it takes in 
the lowliest sort of work or the meanest 
drudgery, is sacred, for all life belongs 
to God and is to be lived for Him.

mercies, kindness, hum- 
bleness of mind .. .” (Col. 3:12).—As 
believers are God’s chosen ones, holy 
and beloved, they are given a new ward- 
robe, so to speak. 

What husband has not, at sometime or 
other, said to his wife, “That is a most 
becoming dress you are wearing’? 

It is only as we manifest tenderheart- 
edness, humility, meekness, longsuffer- 
ing, and forbearance that we are becom- 
ingly clothed in our Lord's sight. 

I read of a man who kept a diary in 
which to record all the acts of kind- 
ness and friendship done to him, or to 
his family, or to his special friends. He 
did this in order that he might repay the 
debt in grateful acknowledgments while 
he lived, and that his family after him 
might know to whom their father owed 
obligations, and might feel every debt 
of gratitude due by him as an obliga- 
tion on themselves. 

Such a diary may be all right, but 
Christians are not only to be kind to 
those who are kind to them, but also 
to their enemies. 

Heaven is keeping a diary, so to speak, 
in which all our deeds of kindness and 
friendliness are being recorded. And 
we are assured in advance that not 
the least expression of our kindness to 
others will go unrewarded (Mark 9:41). 
The constraining love of Christ should 
be our motive for putting on these beau- 
tiful garments—not the thought of re- 
ward at the end of our pilgrimage (2 
Cor. 5:14, 15). 

“Put on love, which is the bond of 
perfectness” (Col. 3:14, A.S.V.).—We are 
living in a day when “overalls” and 
“coveralls” are wery popular. The spir- 
itual “overall” is love. “It makes and 
it maintains as no other power can do, 
the perfectness, the wholeness, the sweet 
ripeness of the Christian character 
whether in the man or in the company” 
(Bishop Moule). 

A poor widow after contributing to a 
worthy cause was asked if the sum was 
not too much for one in her circum- 
stances to give. She answered, “Love 
is never afraid of giving too much.” 

“Clever men can tell to a nicety the 
exact distance between the earth and 
the moon; they can even tell how far 
the sun is from us. They can even 
measure how far it is from one star to 
another; they know the size of the stars, 
and their weight. But not even the 
cleverest of al] the clever men that ever 
lived can say how far one single little 
loving deed can go, or say where its 
influence will end. Love is infinite and 
everlasting” (Baldwin Brown). 


“Let the word of Christ dwell in you 
richly .. .” (Col. 3:16).—Nothing much 
can be accomplished in the Christian life 
if the Word is neglected. It is our meat

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and our drink. It is that which the 
Spirit uses to reveal Christ in all His 
beauty to us. It is the only source of 
our knowledge of the will of God. If 
the Word dwells in us richly, the Spirit 
can bring it effectively to our minds 
whenever He wishes us to use it. It 
will be a lamp to our feet and a light 
unto our path. 

A woman walking near a river saw a 
man with his hat and coat off. She con- 
cluded that he purposed to drown him- 
self. She didn’t have time then to read 
the Bible; and even if she had had the 
Book with her she would not have 
known where to turn to the verse she 
would need, for she had no idea what 
the man was going to say to her. She 
prayed for the right word to give him. 
As she approached him, he said, “A 
beautiful river, ma’am!” “Yes,” she re- 
plied, “but there is another river—an- 
other river that makes glad... do you 
know that river?” “No, ma’am,” he 
said. She tried to say more, but was 
helpless and walked on. Years after- 
ward she was at a service. A mah leaned 
over and said, “There is another river 
. . . do you know that river?” She 
recollected the incident. He assured her 
that he was going to drown himself that 
day she saw him. But her words stop- 
ped him—he fled to the Lord Jesus and 
was saved. ¢ 

“Wives, submit ... husbands, love... 
children, obey .” (Col. 3:18-22).— 
There is an exhortation for each mem- 
ber of the household. To have a happy 
home, these exhortations must be ful- 
filled. If father, mother, son, daughter, 
and servant bow to the will of the Lord, 
the rome will be a taste of Heaven on 
earth. 

If the Lord’s will is ignored, the home 
can become a foretaste of hell. In the 
June 18, 1951, issue of Time an account 
was given telling how the Reds in China 
were deliberately seeking to break up 
the home. They were desperately try- 
ing to turn the fathers against their 


sons and the mothers against their 
daughters. They even gave rewards to 
wives for reporting something against 


their husbands. And they trained the 
children to listen and report against the 
parents, and the like. 

As for marriage, it was discouraged 
and scarcely permitted. When it was 
permitted, the wedding rite consisted of 
bowing three times to a picture of Mao 
Tse-tung, instead of before the elders 
of the family as had been the Chinese 
custom. 

And newlywed Party members were 
only permitted to live together for a 
week and after that each must sleep at 
his own place of work. The children 
were taken from the mother at the age 
of six or eight weeks and boarded by 
the state. / 

Divorce was a simple matter and was 
granted when the husband simply 
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claimed “reactionary tendencies” in the 
wife. 

The young Chinese were taught to 
submit their lives completely to the 
Party. What a contrast is all this to the 
Christian home as given to us in the 
Scriptures! 

“And whatsoever ye do, do it heartily, 
as to the Lord” (Col. 3:23).—This digni- 
fies the doing of the meanest tasks. A 
believer may look beyond the taskmas- 
ter, if he is employed by one, to the 
gracious Lord and say, “I’m not doing my 
work for Simon Legree, but for the Lord 
Jesus Christ, my real Master.”

HEN your life story is nearly 

ended, and you look back over the 
road by which you have come, there is 
one feature which will stand out among 
the most prominent—your home. That 
is, if you have had one. Some unfor- 
tunate people spend a homeless life; 
then there are some who do not appre- 
ciate home until they have lost it and 


it is too late to get it back. Many a 
young fellow has left his home under 
sudden impulse and regretted it for 


the rest of his life. Some have two 
homes in the course of a lifetime—a child- 
hood home, and later the home which 
they establish when they marry. Both 
of these can be priceless treasures, al- 
ways Stirring up happy thoughts and 
precious memories. It just depends on 
how you have treated them; and how 
you have treated them depends on how 
you have treated yourself; for, after all, 
the value of a home is determined mostly 
by what is inside of you: 

Probably one of the best known and 
best beloved melodies and poems ever 
written is “Home, Sweet Home.” It al- 
ways touches the tenderest heart strings 
wherever and whenever itis sung, and 
some people who have lost their homes 
cannot bear to hear it sung. It is a 
pathetic fact that John Howard Payne, 
the man who wrote the poem, though he 
lived to be sixty years old,,never had 
a home after he was twenty. A native 
American, he spent most of his life in 
Europe and traveled to many places. In 
1820 he was imprisoned for debt in Eng- 
land. Doubtless these facts are account- 
able for the pathos in his plaintive song, 
the beauty of which makes us respect 
his memory. 

Now Paul in this Letter to the Colos- 
sians (3:12 to 4:1) does not mention the 
home, but he has some very explicit in- 
structions for wives, husbands, children, 
fathers, servants, and masters; and I 
think you fellows recognize your part 
of it where he says in verse 20, “Chil- 
dren, obey your parents in all things: 
for this is well pleasing unto the Lord.” 
A disobedient son can wreck the peace 
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of his home. He can make the whole 
family unhappy, and he himself is the 
unhappiest of all. Sometimes Dad may 
seem unreasonable, or Mother may not 
appear to appreciate the situation as you 
see it: but the chances are that later on 
as you think it over calmly you will 
realize they were both right. And even 
if they were, in your opinion, too strict 
with you, remember that those two dear 
people have done more for you, and 
‘ would still sacrifice more for you than 
any others in all the world. Besides 
that, God’s Word says for you to obey 
your parents, and you dare not ignore 
that, for when you disobey them you are 
also disobeying God. 

One of the finest of all programs for 
a happy family life is laid down in an- 
other one of Paul's Letters. It is 1 Corin- 
thians, chapter 13. It is a perfect recipe 
for being happy at home, as well as to 
insure happy relations with everybody 
else. When one reads that chapter, he is

My Class of Girls

YouNG PEOPLE IN THE HOME 
“ OW many legs has a Zulu?” This 

was one of the questions in an 
intelligence test given to all freshmen 
the year I entered college. One student 
told me that she answered, “Six.” She 
said, “I never heard of a Zulu, so I 
thought it might be some sort of insect.” 
After these lessons on Allen Gardiner, 
I hope that none of you will ever miss 
that question. 

But before we go to Zululand, let me 
ask you a personal question. If Captain 
Gardiner had been able to transport 
your home there, would it have given 
the Zulus an example of what a Chris- 
tian home should be? 

Turn to Ephesians 6:1-3. Some Chris- 
tian homes are not really Christian be- 
cause the children and young people in 
the home do not honor and obey their 
parents. I shall never forget two little 
girls who attended our Sunday school. 
When I was calling there one evening, 
the mother told them to put their toys 
away and get ready for bed, but they 
went right on playing. The mother gave 
this command two or three times, so I 
finally said, “I’m afraid you girls have 
forgotten Colossians 3:20.” “Oh, no!” 
they answered sweetly, and then recited 
in unison: “Children, obey your par- 
ents in all things: for this is well pleas- 
ing unto the Lord.” Then they went 
right on playing. As I had to go home 
soon after, I don’t know how it ended, 
but the next Sunday I told the children 
that it does little good to learn Bible 
verses, unless we do what they say. 

It is harder to obey your parents when 
you are in your teens than it was when 
you were younger, especially if you did 
not learn to do it then. Sometimes they 
may ask you to do something that you 
do not want to do and perhaps think 
unnecessary anyway. Again, they may 
forbid your doing something you think 
perfectly harmless. You should always 
obey. By so doing, you will win God’s 
blessing now and an eternal reward in 
Heaven. Isn’t that worth something! 
And it is possible that when you are 
older you may see the sense in com- 
mands of your parents given when you 
were in your teens. After all, our par- 
ents are older than we are and have 
had more experience of life; and they 
certainly love us and desire what is best 
for us. Learning to obey our parents 
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cheerfully and promptly is good training 
for learning to obey God. And our 
Christian lives will never be any good 
at all unless we obey Him. Remember 
“Trust and obey, for there’s no other 
way to be happy in Jesus, but to trust 
and obey.” 

Now turn to Colossians 3:12-14 and 
see how we can get on with brothers 
and sisters. “Humbleness . . . meekness, 
longsuffering’—some of these words 
sound very familiar. Who remembers 
anything we said about them last week? 
(We can only be long-suffering if some- 
one is provoking.) Good. Have any 
of my dear girls been longsuffering this 
week? 

The next three verses tell us with what 
things our minds and hearts and lips 
should be occupied. If our hearts are 
full of thankfulness to God, our minds 
full of Psalms and hymns, and our lips 
praising God, obedience to our parents, 
and kindness and forgiveness to brothers 
and sisters will not be very hard. 

Now read verses 18 to 23. Here again 
we find obedience to parents and hearty 
assistance in the work of the home. 
Most of our scoldiigs come when we 
fail to do our work heartily. Some- 
times our motto seems to be, “Anything 
to get this done, so I can be free to do 
what I want to do.” This is bad for us, 
hard on our mothers, and grieving to our 
Lord. 

Read the next verse. I still remember 
how these words helped me when I was 
about your age. I was rushing through 
my work “any old way” because I was 
in such a hurry to get back to the book 
I was reading. Suddenly I remembered 
Colossians 3:24, and the thought came, 
“If the Lord had asked me to do this 
work for Him, would I do it this way?” 
I realized that He could not possibly 
reward me for that kind of work, so I 
started over again, and did the thing 
properly. Mother praised my work, and 
I knew the Lord was pleased. I was 
far happier than I would have been if 
I had returned to my story a few min- 
utes earlier, leaving things badly done. 
Let's remember every day this week, 
“Ye serve the Lord Christ.” 

Last week we stopped our missionary 
story when Allen Gardiner resolved to 
carry the Gospel to the Zulus. He had 
expected to go alone, but a man from 
Poland, named Mr. Berken, offered to 
go with him part way. Mr. Berken was 
a Christian, though he had not come to 
Africa as a missionary, but to find out 
the best place to plant a Polish colony. 
Gardiner was much pleased to have a 
Christian traveling companion, so they 
started together. They had to carry food, 
water, clothing, and everything they 
would need for weeks to come, as they 
were going where there were no stores 
of any kind. Gardiner was also taking 
presents to the Zulu king. So these men 
had to buy two big wagons to hold all 
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these articles and thirty oxen to pull the 
wagons. 

One morning when they had only been 
on the way a few days, the man in 
charge of the wagons came to Captain 
Gardiner in great distress. Some natives 
had stolen all the oxen in the night! He 
himself had escaped with great difficulty. 
It was impossible for the two white men 
to go on without the oxen to haul the 
wagons, so Gardiner went at once with 
this man to see the chief of the tribe 
to which the thieves belonged. The chief 
told a warrior to accompany them while 
they searched the village for the thieves, 
or any sign of the oxen. But none of 
the natives would admit that they knew 
anything about the theft, so Gardiner 
and the man who had accompanied him 
started back to where they had left the 
wagons in charge of Mr. Berken, feeling 
rather discouraged. However, they had 
made this a matter of earnest prayer, 
and whan they got back to the wagons, 
they found all thirty of the oxen had 
been returned! And so they started on 
again, realizing God’s good hand upon 
them.

UR prayer meeting topics for the 
five Sundays in August are designed 
to remind us of some of the “Refreshing 
Aspects of the Bible,” and they should 
help us to see how we can spend our 
vacations more profitably when many of 
us will be having more or less freedom 
from routine tasks, from school, or from 
other duties. Are we merely going to 
drift through the summer, doing only 
what comes to hand at the moment, or 
are we going to have a definite plan, the 
following of which will enable us to 
make the best possible use of the oppor- 
tunities that summer and vacation time 
offer? Now, to follow the latter course 
does not mean that every moment must 
be scheduled and that we must be un- 
der pressure constantly to do this or 
to do that at a given time. Your sum- 
mer plans can be flexible enough to 
enable you to do unexpected things on 
the spur of the moment, and still move 
forward to a definite goal of real ac- 
complishment. 
p4 
The first topic we are to consider may, 
at first glance, seem like a strange one 
in a program of accomplishment, and 
yet it is a very important one if we are 
to get the most out of the summer, phys- 
ically, spiritually, and mentally. Rest, to 
many young people, is merely the things 
they do when they are utterly exhausted, 
or when there is nothing better to do. 
But, in the sense of our topic, rest is a 
definite part of and contribution to effi- 
cient work and progress. No part of our 
physical anatomy can long remain in a 
normal and healthy condition without 
rest. Even the heart muscle which to 
some of us may seem constantly to 
be in motion has very definite rest 
periods between beats. Doctors tell us 
that some of the most important proc- 
esses in our bodies occur while we are 
resting. Exercise has its very necessary 
part in maintaining health, but, without 
regular and sufficient times for rest, ex- 
ercise can damage, or even wreck, these 
bodies of ours. 
ye 


One important lesson, then, for us to 
learn in these summer days is the sane 
and sensible use of these physical bodies 
with which God has entrusted us, so 
that our summer recreation shall not 
become wreckreation. Include in your 
plans, therefore, regular and adequate 
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rest periods and stick to your plans. 
Especially is this important if you are 
to attend a summer Bible conference or 
a Christian camp. The temptation is to 
crowd into the day every possible ac- 
tivity and, as every camp director and 
young people’s conference leader knows, 
to uSe the hours assigned for rest for 
hilarity and horseplay, and the like, 
with the result that the next day every- 
one is sleepy and weary and cannot 
really enjoy the things planned for the 
daytime. Now, wholesome fun is cer- 
tainly harmless at the right time and in 
the right place, but when it interferes 
with our own rest or the rest of others 
it is neither helpful nor Christian. Let 
us learn to discipline ouselves and be 
disciplined by the rules and regulations 
of the particular conference or camp we 
are attending so that all may get the 
maximum good from their stay there. 
But there is another important side to 
rest that we sometimes overlook in our 


summer activities. True rest by no 
means implies idleness or inactivity. If 
you have ever had to use one particular 


set of muscles repeatedly until they lit- 
erally ached, you will know what it is 
to rest them, not by being idle, but by 
using another set of muscles. Change 
of activity, even though the change may 
demand just as much effort, very often 
provides a rest from one’s accustomed 
tasks and responsibilities. The fact that 
you have been busy with school or col- 
lege work throughout most of the year 
should not make you feel that your 
vacation days must be free from study. 
Here is your opportunity for deeper 
Bible study, for getting to know more 
about the Lord Jesus Christ and the 
Christian life. You need not have the 
burden of schedules and examinations 
to contend with, but you can have 
blessed times of rich study and medita- 
tion in the Scriptures. 

Use at least a part of your vacation 
time for attendance at a sound, Christian 
summer Bible conference. Many of 
these are listed in the advertising col- 
umns of THE SunDAY ScHooL Times, and 
you will find one of them a rich invest- 
ment in knowledge of the Word, in- 
spiration, and Christian contacts that 
will refresh your whole Christian ex- 
perience and bear fruit throughout the 
whole of the coming year. 

Use the summer months, then, to 
think God’s thoughts after Him, tu get 
His viewpoint on the affairs of life, and 
to cultivate that long distance vision 
that comes only when you have time to 
pray uninterruptedly, to think quietly, 
and to meditate upon His Word.

Medical School, Baltimore. (The others 
were Sir William Osler and Drs.

He was one of America’s 
outstanding surgeons. Another famous 
surgeon, Dr. C. Jeff Miller, said of him: 
“His work in kidney-surgery alone would 
stamp him as one of the greatest author- 
ities in modern urology. We long since 
accorded him this honor in gynecology. 
His work in physics and radium makes 
him unquestionably the one to receive 
credit for introducing radium to the 
medica] profession.” Another, Dr. Wal- 
ter Chipman, Emeritus Professor of Ob- 
stetrics and Gynecology, McGill Univer- 
sity, Montreal, said of his textbooks, “It 
may well be said that they are among 
the best treatises of our time.” In 1925

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wrought by our Lord went, except for 
this one—all the others being miracles 
of help and of healing. And even the 
severity of this, with what mercy was it 
tempered! Christ did not, like Moses 
and Elijah, make the assertion of God’s 
holiness and of His hatred of evil at the 
expense of the lives of many men, but 
only at the cost of a single unfeeling 
tree. His miracles of mercy were num- 
berless, and on men; His miracle of judg- 
ment was but one, and on a tree.” 
Several readers have sent copies of a 
booklet on the cursing of the fig tree, 
which gives it quite a different interpre- 
tation, and argues that, since the tree 
died and was never to bring forth fruit 
again, it cannot represent Israel. The 
writer attributes to extreme dispensa- 
tionalists a complete indifference toward 
the evangelization of the Jew, and the 
idea that nothing more can be done for 
him. But the fact is, there are many 
missions and Christian workers giving 
all their time to the evangelization of the 
Jews; and most evangelical missions and 
Bible-believing Christians glad to 
preach the Gospel to Jews as well as 
Gentiles when they have opportunity. 
Commenting on Matthew 21:18-22, 
Matthew Henry says, “The scope of it is 
the same with the parable of the fig tree. 
Luke 13:6... . It represents the state of 
the nation and people of the Jews in 
particular; they were a fig tree planted 
in Christ’s way, as a church. He 
came among them, expecting to find some 
fruit, something that would be pleasing 
to Him: He hungered after it, not that 
He desired a gift, He needed it not, but 
fruit that might abound to a good ac- 
count. But His expectations were frus- 
trated: He found nothing but leaves; 
they called Abraham their father, but 
did not the works of Abraham; they pro- 
fessed themselves expectants of the 
promised Messiah, but, when He came, 
they did not receive and entertain Him. 
. . . How soon did their fig-tree wither 
away, after they said, His blood be on us 
and on our children! And the Lord was 
righteous in it.” And on Mark’s record 
of the incident (11:12-22) Matthew 
Henry says: “This was intended to be a 
type and figure of the doom passed upon 
the Jewish church, to which He came, 
seeking fruit, but found none (Luke 13: 
6, 7); and though it was not, according 
to the doom in the parable, immediately 
cut down, yet, according to this in the 
history, blindness and hardness befell 
them (Rom. 11:8, 25), so that they were 
from henceforth good for nothing.” 
Matthew Henry, who wrote about two 
hundred and fifty years ago, is not so 
clear on prophecy as some commentators 
and Bible students of the last fifty or 
seventy-five years. But his phrase, “The 
doom passed upon the Jewish church,” 
seems to be the key to the interpretation 
‘of the strange incident of the cursing of 
the fig tree. It is not that God is through 
with the Jews, as a race, for prophecy is

TEARS IN SUMMER 


HE tears are falling this summer from many 
a weary face in the refugee camps of Europe. 
Refugees in their tens of thousands have fled 
across the Iron Curtain frontier in recent weeks, 
leaving all their earthly possessions behind them. 
Having experienced the horrors of godless Com- 
munism, they have fled to the West with hardly a 
penny in their pockets, and all they have is upon 
their backs. Their tragic plight is not only econom- 
ical and physical, but also moral and spiritual. 


In a refugee barrack in 
Germany, we came face 
to face with a woman 
of some 40 years of age. 
As a result of a childhood 
disease, she Was partially 
paralyzed in both legs. 
She was only able to 
walk with the aid of two 
sticks. She earned her 
living by sewing. Her 
one room was in sucha 
bad condition that when 
it rained outside, she had 
to place numerous pots 
and pans throughout the 
room to catch the rain- 
drops. She had lost both 
of her parents in the last 
war and was all alone in 
the world. After we 
helped her with much 
needed food and _ cloth- 
ing, we prayed with her 
and told her of the One 
who would never leave her or forsake her. 


In the same refugee camp we met another family 
from East Prussia, also the victims of tragic cir- 
cumstances. The father and mother lived in a 
single room with their eight children. The father 
was unemployed as a result of wounds suffered 
during the last war, and the mother was ill with 
tuberculosis. Utter desperation was written across 
their faces, and they admitted to us that they 
were frequently tempted to take their own lives. 
In the name of God’s people of America, we were

able to step in at the right moment and fill the 
hands of this dear family with physical sustenance 
such as they had not experienced in years. 


In West Berlin we met a father with nine 
motherless children. His wife had recently died 
and he had been four years without work. We 
handed over to him food and clothing parcels, and 
it thrilled us to see the tears of gladness come to 
his eyes. TEARS IN SUMMER — but this time, 
thank God, they were. TEARS OF JOY. 


The European Evange- 
listic Crusade is working 
among these refugees in 
Europe today, bringing 
them physical relief and 
help, but above all, bring- 
ing them hope and salva- 
tion through the message 
of the Saviour’s love. The 
task is not an easy one 
and we would despair it 
we did not have faith in 
God and in the people of 
God. We cannot ignore 
their tears, and we know 
that our God is able to 
supply the physical and 
spiritual needs of these 
dear people living in such 
dire distress. We need 
your help in making this 
ministry possible.
